^and Hine, is the author of an account 
n the July Century of the way a rail- 
road president passes a representa'ta e 


day: 


The president sends for his chief as- 


sistant, the general manager, and 
learns officially some of the things the 
private secretary has told him as gos- 
sip, and many others of greater mo- 
ment, but perhaps of less real inter- 
est. 
The half hour with the general 


manager may mean decisions involv- 
ing the expenditure of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 
The presidtnt 


may tell the general manager that the 
demand for a dividend on the preferr- 
ed stock is becoming more clamorous, 
and that they must get along another 
year without the 5,000 new box cars 
that are badly needed and the building 
of which would affect many idle men. 
The president very likely calls the at- 
tention of the general manager to the 
auditor's estimate of last week's earn- 
ings, and asks why expenses can not 
30 reduced just a little more. 


The president reminds the general

cooler the last part. Light 
showers 


have occurred in the sotuar:rn, moder- 
ate in central and heavy in northern 
districts. A very heavy downpour of 
rain occurred in the northwest on the 
night of the 4tff, causing considerable 
damage. 
Much land was flooded in 


Henry county.

Meadows and timothy fields have 


generally improved. Showers have in- 
terfered with 
clover 
harvests. Rye 


and barley harvest is going on. Oats 
have improved but complaints of rust 
are being received from the northeast. 


Wheat harvest has progressed as 


fast as possible. 
In many northern 


sections the fields are too wet to ad- 
mit the horses and binders and some 
are cutting 
with cradles. -"Wheat is 


badly broken down in all sections by 
storms and the effect of the Hessian 
fly. The high temperature has, favor- 
ed the chinch 'bugs and in some in- 
stances they are doing much damage. 


The high temperatures have had a 


favorable effect upon corn. Many fields 
are yet uncultivated and the crop is 
therefore very uneven anct In many 
places poor, but well tilled fields have 
made splendid growth. 


The high temperature has been un- 


favorable to potatoes in many sec- 
tions. Blight and rust 'have appeared 
and there are a few reports of decay. 
Tobacco is making a fair growth. 


Fruit 'has also been unfavorably af- 


fected. Plums, cherries and grapes 
have begun to decay in a few instanc- 
es, and the dropping of apples, etc., 
has increased.

Washington. July 10.—Russia has 


made a new proposition to the United 
States as a basis for settling the tariff 
war between the two countries. 


The Russian minister of finance, M. 


DeWitto, has proposed that Russia 
will vacate all of the additional duties 
levied on American goods since the 
imposition ot the sugar differential, if 
the United'States will vacate its ac- 
tion on the sugar differential. To this 
ScciBiuiy Gage lepiied that the orier 
of the Russian government can not 
be accepted, as the question of the 
sugar differential is now in the hands 
of the court, thus precluding action by 
the 
executive branch. 
These 
ex- 


changes, although made nominally by 
the minister of finance and Secretary 
Gage, have gone through the medi sni 
of the Russian foreign office aud the 
state department. 


The proposition of the Russian min- 


ister of nuance was the direcr lesult 
of Secretary Hay's note of about two 
weelcs ago. 
In that note Mr. Hay 


pointed out that the action taken as 
to petroleum was not new, nor was it 
meant to have any connection v/ith 
the previous action of the government 
on sugar. This appears to have rec- 
onciled the Russian officials in their 
vie\v that the petroleum order was 
only another step in the policy pre- 
viously taken respecting sugar. Ac- 
cordingly M. DeWitte's response was 
communicated to Wa^nington, Count 
Lamsdorff 
forwarding it to M. De 


Wollant, the Russian charge here. It 
is not long, but is quite to the point. 
It makes no further issue-as to the 
peroleum order. 
The chief attention 


is given to sugar and the specific offer 
is made to vacate immediately the 
increased duties which Russia has 
levied, if the United States will va- 
cate its action on sugar. This would 
amount to re-establishing the status 
quo which existed before the United 
States took its initial action relative 
to Russia. ' 


The reductions which would have 


resulted uader M. De Witte's tender 
are those affecting cast iron wares, 
manufactures of iron and steel, boiler 
work, tools for artists, factories and 
workshops, gas and water meters, 
motors and dynamos, sewing ma-' 
chines, portable engines (not includ- 
ing threshing machines), fire engines 
and other machinery of iron and 
steei; also white rosin, galipot, brew- 
ers' pitch and bicycles. The increased 
duties on iron and steel goods fol- 
lowed after the imposition 
of the 


sugar differential, while those on bi- 
cycles and resin followed the increase 
on petroleum. M. De Witte's proposal 
was to take off all of the increased 
duties. In the course of his letter it is 
stated that the second 
retaliatory 


move on bicycles and resin was not 
due to the American action on petro- 
leum, although it had so appeared in 
the original Russian note, but that it 
related back to the American action 
on sugar.

Havana, July 10. — The Cuban con- 


stitutional convention rejected the 
committee's project for the electoral 
law by a vote of 13 to 12. The con- 
servatives claimed that the law as 
proposed was too radical, inasmuch as 
it provided that there should be no 
interference with the elections by the 
central government, and because the 
last elections showed it to be impos- 
sible to conduct elections honesiK- 
without some restraining power. They 
pointed out that the provinces aud 
municipalities were as yv 
unable to 


govern themselves and contended .hat 
a free hand regarding elections would 
result in calamity to the country. 


In the opinion of the conservatives 


the first elections under the election 
law should be conducted with all pos- 
sible 
safeguards, equal at least to 


those provided by the military gover- 
nor. Rather than accept the commit- 
tee's project the committee said it 
would favor holding the elections un- 
der the existing law and leave to the 
republic when organized the task of 
drawing up a suitable law later. 


Another objection was that party 


lines had not been clearly defined as 
yet and that the law provided for po- 
litical representation on the election 
boards, which would be a farce under 
existing conditions. 


General Sanguilly voted with the 


radicals, explaining that, although he 
did not believe in the projected law, 
he thought it would be a betu-r plan 
to amend than to reject it. 


A new committee will be appointed 


at once. The conservatives claim a 
majority in favor of the plural vote, 
based on the Belgian law.
